London, March. 24. — Commenting 


upon the Moroccan situation The Out- 
look says there is very little doubt that 
the AlgbCiras conference is on the eve 
of its last sitting, and that an agree- 
ment will be reached nominally upon 
the basis of the Austrian proposal, but 
in realitv through the mediation of the 
United States.
